Mr.  Daniel  Bennett.  I  knew  him  as  a  teacher,  but  more  than  a  teacher  because  I  always  felt  he  took  a  sincere  interest  in  me  in 
particular.  Of  course,  it  couldn’t  have  been  wholly  true,  I  didn’t  even  understand  very  much  about  football  at  the  time,  like  many 
other  junior  girls.  That’s  the  way  it  is  though,  you  lose  someone  before  you  ever  take  the  time  to  say  “thanks  for  caring’’.  Maybe 
I’ve  learned  something  even  at  his  death.  Everybody  seems  to  want  to  take  a  step  backwards  realizing  it’s  too  late  to  tell  him  how 
much  he  meant  to  us.  Maybe  we  all  learned  something. 

U.S.  History  was  never  a  subject  that  I  was  particularly  fond  of,  but  I  respected  him  for  his  knowledge  on  the  subject,  and 
because  he  always  got  across  to  his  classes  what  he  set  out  to  teach.  On  Fridays  during  the  fall  he  would  seem  a  little  preoccupied 
when  he  presented  a  lesson.  Only  once  do  I  ever  recall  an  interruption  of  his  lesson  because  of  it,  “Two  hundred  YARDS  ago”. 

We  all  laughed  and  he  said  something  about  well,  it’s  going  to  be  a  tough  game  tomorrow,  and  he  went  on  with  his  lecture  on  the 
Revolution.  Mr.  Bennett  was  good  at  putting  his  classes  at  ease,  but  not  to  sleep,  occasionally  professing  how  much  we  didn’t  know 
about  a  particular  aspect  of  history  in  another  country,  and  the  fact  he  was  an  expert  on  that  too.  He  was  an  expert  on  many 
things,  as  I  recall,  but  even  better  at  telling  us  so,  teasing  and  enjoying  himself  and  in  a  short  time  you  knew  he  had  to  be  a  father, 
love  kids,  and  most  of  all  like  teaching  them  —  on  the  field  or  in  the  classroom. 

It’s  the  little  things  I  recall  now,  how  jealous  I  would  be  at  how  brown  he  turned  in  the  sun,  how  his  bright  blue  eyes  would 
sparkle  when  he  wasn’t  pondering  an  unknown  question,  how  far  his  voice  would  carry,  even  during  lectures.  We  learned  much,  Mr. 
Bennett,  some  of  us  took  notes,  but  we  learned  more  than  just  history.  It  was  always  people  whom  he  cared  about  and  people 
usually  meant  what  they  did  and  how  they  acted.  He  lived  what  he  believed  and  anyone  who  ever  knew  him  saw  that. 

As  a  senior  I  would  see  him  every  day  in  front  of  the  Social  Studies  Office  on  my  way  to  homeroom.  I  would  call  out  “Hi!”  and 
he  responded  calling  my  name  in  loud  syllables  that  seemed  to  echo.  It  appeared  to  me  he  never  stopped  forgetting  who  I  was  or 
what  I  did  —  that  was  important  to  me.  He’d  ask  how  my  team  did  last  weekend,  and  how  well  I  was  doing.  I  usually  responded, 
very  well  and  would  congratulate  him  on  his  recent  win.  Very  informal,  even  brief,  but  in  a  brief  span  of  time,  an  interchange  that 
was  incredibly  personal  and  important  to  me.  That’s  probably  what  I’ll  treasure  most  about  him,  his  perplexing  silences,  his  honest 
sincerity  and  his  interest  in  his  students  —  all  his  students. 

As  one  of  his  pupils  I  cannot  claim  to  have  known  the  man,  only  one  of  the  many  facets  of  his  life.  His  sudden  death  dismayed 
me  as  it  did  many,  many  others.  Anyone  who  ever  knew  Mr.  Bennett  as  a  coach,  a  teacher  or  a  friend  can  confess  they  lost  a 
valuable  link  in  their  own  lives.  I  don’t  know  anyone  who  was  not  in  some  almost  elusive  way  aided  by  his  interest  either 
substantially  or  not  quite  so,  depending  on  the  person.  We  all  should  have  taken  the  time  to  say  “thanks  for  caring”. 

An  empty  school,  a  silent  school,  a  mourning  school,  I  will  not  forget  the  meaningful  stares,  the  blank  looks  and  the  prayers  said 
for  a  man  whom  we  all  cared  about,  each  after  his  own  fashion.  No  higher  tribute  can  be  given  than  the  respect  paid  in  living  our 
lives  reflecting  our  genuine  sorrow.  Now  time  goes  on  and  we  accept  death  as  the  inevitable  ending  of  life  here  on  earth.  We  will  not 
forget  but  life  goes  on  including  each,  whether  he  participates  or  not.  I  have  learned  something  and  I  offer  it  as  a  tribute  to  a  man  I 
can  say  I  loved,  as  many  of  us  love  without  expressing  it.  Express  that  love  before  it  is  too  late  and  we  lose  a  man  or  woman 
without  telling  how  much  he  means  to  us.  “I  love  you  and  thanks  for  caring.”
